Provo  planners  give  OK 
to  resort  site  annexation

Provo  City  will  increase  its  size  by  two  thirds  if  the 
City  Commission  approves  action  taken  Wednesday 
night  by  the  Planning  Commission. 

The  planning  group  recommended  annexing  6,820 
acres  of  mountain  land  east  of  Provo. 

Final  action  will  be  delayed  until  a  complete 
presentation  can  be  made  to  the  City  Commission. 

Although  the  original  request  by  Wilderness 
Associates  called  for  approximately  10,000  acres,  the 
commission  approved  slightly  more  than  half  of  the 
request. 

Dave  Gardner,  zoning  administrator  for  Provo, 
said  reduction  came  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
City  Staff  Review  Committee.  “We  excluded  land 
outside  the  ski  resort  and  recommended  that  the  an¬ 
nexation  include  the  development  areas,”  he  said. 

Opposition  to  annexation  came  from  Bonnie  Rup- 
per,  representing  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  who 
questioned  the  ability  of  Provo  to  provide  services  to 
the  area. 

Gardner  said  sprinkling  systems  in  buildings 
would  provide  an  alternative  to  full-time  firefighters 
and  that  Wilderness  Associates  would  be  responsible 
for  providing  private  security. 

“Wilderness  Associates  feels  it  can  provide  more 
sales  tax  revenue  than  the  city  can  provide  services 
for,”  he  said. 

Other  opposition  came  from  W.  R.  Liechty,  a  BYU 
botany  professor  who  owns  land  in  the  resort  area. 
He  asked  why  annexation  would  he  necessary  if  the 
Forest  Service  was  not  relinquishing  control, 
whether  the  Forest  Service  would  have  to  pay 
property  taxes  like  the  private  owners  in  the  area, 
and  why  annexation  was  being  considered  before  a 
Forest  Service  permit  had  been  granted. 

Gardner  explained  that  annexation  would  give  the 
city  power  to  control  the  quality  and  siandards  of 
development  Wilderness  Associates  had  proposed 
and  that  one  of  the  conditions  for  approval  by  the 
Forest  Service  was  that  private  land  in  the  area  be 
appropriately  rezoned. 

“The  Forest  Service  is  public  land  and  doesn’t  pay 
taxes,”  he  added.  “The  buildings  and  ground  will  be 
taxed  with  a  special  tax  called  a  possessory  interest 
or  privilege  tax.”

The  Planning  Commission  unanimously  adopted 
the  annexation  request  and  immediately  moved  to 
rezone  the  majority  of  the  area  as  agricultural  land. 

Properties  where  development  would  take  place  for 
the  mountain  villages  were  rezoned  as  planned  com¬ 
munities. 

However,  on  being  advised  that  discussion  on  the 
rezoning  had  not  been  allowed,  Henson  declared  the 
rezoning  motion  null  and  void  and  opened  discus¬ 
sion  for  10  minutes. 

Liechty  opposed  the  rezoning,  citing  a  1968  letter

Agrees  to  cooperate 


Probers  will  question  Park 


SEOUL,  Korea  (AP)  —  Tongsun  Park  signed  an 
agreement  Wednesday  pledging  to  cooperate  with 
Justice  Department  investigations  into  his  alleged 
Korean  influence  buying  operation  in  Washington. 

But  Park  refused  to  say  if  he  will  testify  before 
congressional  committees. 

The  agreement,  signed  before  acting  U.S.  Deputy 
Atty.  Gen.  Benjamin  R.  Civiletti  completed 
arrangements  for  the  Justice  Department’s 
questioning  of  Park,  due  to  start  Friday. 

Emerging  from  his  20-minute  meeting  with 
Civiletti,  the  42-year-old  rice  dealer  told  American 
reporters,  “Please  try  to  be  good  to  me,  because  I  am 
really  going  through  hell.” 

Tbe  memorandum  said  Park  would  tell  the  truth 
to  American  investigators  in  Seoul  and,  if  required, 
in  American  courts,  in  return  for  immunity  from 
criminal  charges. 

Park  has  been  indicted  by  a  U.S.  federal  grand 
jury  on  36  counts  of  bribery,  fraud  and  other  charges. 

More  than  20  former  and  present  congressmen 
have  acknowledged  receiving  money  or  gifts  from 
Park  but  deny  any  wrongdoing.  Park  also  denies 
criminal  guilt. 

Park  had  been  a  fugitive  since  he  left  Washington 
for  London  in  late  1976.  He  has  been  in  Seoul  since 
returning  there  in  August. 

Federal  prosecutors  Paul  Michel  and  John  T.  Kot- 
telly,  aided  by  three  FBI  agents  and  a  lie  detector. 


§lan  to  question  Park.  Michel  said  he  expects  the 
eoul  investigation  to  last  about  10  days. 

Park  will  be  assisted  by  his  lawyer,  William  Hun¬ 
dley,  from  Washington. 

Rep.  Bruce  Caputo,  R-N.Y.,  of  the  House  Ethics 
Committee,  which  also  is  investigating  the  scandal, 
and  Daniel  Swillinger,  a  Senate  Ethics  Committee 
staffer,  will  sit  as  observers. 

Two  Korean  prosecutors  also  will  attend.  No  site 
for  the  questioning  has  been  selected. 

Under  an  agreement  signed  Tuesday,  questioning 
will  be  closed  to  the  public. 

A  basic  U.S. -Korea  accord  announced  Dec.  31 
plus  Tuesday’s  agreement  and  the  agreement  signed 
Wednesday  cover  only  Park’s  testimony  in  Justice 
Department  proceedings.  This  has  upset  the  House 
Ethics  Committee,  particularly  its  special  counsel, 
Leon  Jaworski. 

The  committee  reportedly  plans  to  subpoena  Park 
if  he  refuses  to  appear  before  it.  Hundley  is  trying  to 
arrange  private  testimony  by  Park  before  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

Jaworski  has  threatened  “grave  consequences”  if 
Park  refuses  to  testify  before  his  panel.  This  ap¬ 
parently  was  a  repetition  of  the  previous  con¬ 
gressional  threat  to  stop  American  aid  to  Korea  if 
Park  didn’t  testify  in  the  courts. 

After  the  threat.  South  Korea  persuaded  Park  to 
agree  to  testify.

NEW  DELHI,  India 
(AP)  —  Risking  prose¬ 
cution,  former  Prime 
Minister  Indira  Gandhi 
defied  the  new  Indian 
government’s  probe  of 
her  fallen  regime  and 
walked  out  of  a  hearing 
Wednesday. 

The  60-year-old 
defeated  leader  left  the 
packed  chamber  after 
declaring  to  the  official 
commission  of  inquiry 
that  its  proceedings  are 
unconstitutional  and  she 
was  not  obliged  to 
testify.

Press  corps  ? 
They're  not 
glamor  group

Big-time  reporter.  You  know  the  image. 

Pencil-behind-the-ear,  beautiful,  handsome,  well- 
known.  Hurried,  but  composed,  in  control  and  all¬ 
knowing. 

Well,  that  may  be  the  image,  but,  as  in  nearly 
everything,  reality  is  often  far  removed  from  the 
image. 

As  a  college  journalist,  hoping  to  “break  into  the 
big  time”  some  day,  I  watched  the  reporters  covering 
Vice  President  Mondale’s  visit  to  Utah  this  week 
with  particular  interest. 

Not  only  was  most  of  the  Utah  press  tagging 
along,  but  a  pool  of  Washington  reporters  was  on 
hand  to  report  the  vice  president’s  every  move. 

As  they  filed  off  Air  Force  Two  into  the  cold  rain, 
it  was  obvious  that  though  they  worked  for  the  New 
■York  Times  or  NBC,  the  Washington  reporters  were 
just  like  everybody  else.  Some  of  the  men  looked  like 
my  grandfather,  they  all  needed  sleep,  and  they  used 
the  same  kind  of  pencil  and  paper  I  did. 

Most  impressive  were  the  press  passes  they  wore. 
While  the  local  people  had  round,  red  and  white 
paper  badges  hung  with  string  from  buttonholes,  the 
Washington  press  corps  wore  3”  by  5”  blue  and 
white  plastic  badges  emblazoned  with  the  presiden¬ 
tial  seal  and  hung  by  a  chain  around  their  necks.  No 
one  could  mistake  them  for  a  “mere”  local. 

Katherine  Mackin  of  NBC  was  easily  recognizable 
because  of  her  work  on  the  1976  elections  and  her 
reports  on  the  evening  news.  I  expected  a  beautiful 
woman,  well-coiffed  and  expensively  dressed.  She 
was  beautiful,  but  obviously  worn  from  the  hectic 
travel  schedule.  The  outfit  she  wore  probably  cost 
more  than  mine,  but  it  was  a  simple  tangerine  pan¬ 
tsuit  with  comfortable  shoes.  Her  hair  hung  straight, 
pulled  back  with  combs,  and  needed  to  be 
retouched.  She  made  occasional  notes,  hut  stood  in 
the  background  while  local  reporters  strained  to  hear 
every  word. 

A  man  from  the  New  York  Times,  whose  name  I 
was  unable  to  read,  stood  next  to  me  during  the  vice 
president’s  meeting  with  Ogden  business  leaders. 
Unobtrusive  and  unassuming,  he  looked  like  a 
grandfather  —  balding,  sixtyish,  with  a  warm  smile. 
He  didn’t  take  many  notes  either,  hut  always 
listened  intently. 

Working  with  a  large  group  of  reporters  has  its  ad¬ 
vantages.  You’re  never  bored;  there’s  always 
someone  to  talk  to,  a  new  person  to  meet.  And  if 
you’re  desperate,  you  can  even  watch  the  TV  people 
try  to  manage  tbeir  equipment.  The  toughest  thing 
is  just  making  sure  you  don’t  trip  and  kill  yourself  on 
the  miles  of  TV  cables  strung  everywhere. 

A  reporter  can  also  feel  moments  of  real  power. 
With  that  ever-present  press  badge,  one  can  go 
places  other  people  can’t  and  get  service  from  people 
who  usually  don’t  give  it.  If  one  has  a  question  or 
needs  directions,  all  that’s  needed  is  to  say,  “I’m 
with  the  press.  Could  you  help  me?”  The  red  carpet 
is  rolled  out. 

However,  one  can’t  let  the  delusion  of  power  go  to 
the  head.  Being  a  reporter  doesn’t  make  the  traffic 
lights  green  when  one  is  late,  or  put  gas  in  the  car  on 
the  freeway.

Students  can  save  money 


Provo  bond  election  Ok'd  by  phoning  on  weekends

The  Provo  City  School  Board  voted  Tuesday  to 
hold  a  $12  million  bond  election  Feb.  7. 

The  money  will  be  used  for  renovations  of  schools, 
purchasing  sites  for  future  schools  and  construction 
of  new  buildings. 
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Bonding  is  the  only  legal  way  for  a  district  to 
borrow  money.  Voting  for  bonding  indicates  that  the 
public  is  giving  the  district  the  permission  to  borrow 
the  money. 

“The  most  important  thing  is  that  taxes  will  not 
be  raised  to  repay  the  bond,”  said  Dr.  Vern  Brimley, 
director  of  federal  programs.  “Actually,  we  are  sav¬ 
ing  money  by  borrowing.  What  would  cost  $600,000 
this  year,  with  inflation  will  cost  $712,000  next 
year,”  Dr.  Brimley  said. 

The  bond  will  be  repaid  over  the  next  10  to  15 
years  with  money  generated  from  the  present  capital 
outlay  levy.  There  is  approximately  $2  million  in  the 
capital  outlay  now.  As  the  school  board’s  previous 
debts  are  paid  off  and  as  the  new  school  buildings 
are  assessed,  the  capital  outlay  is  increased  by  $60,- 
000  each  year. 

“The  district  is  in  excellent  shape.  It  can  incur  the 
debt  and  the  levy  that  has  to  be  paid,”  Dick 
Christiansen,  bond  attorney,  said. 

The  $12  million  will  be  used  to  build  additional 
classrooms  to  help  alleviate  overcrowded  conditions 
in  the  SUnset  View,  Franklin  and  Timpanogos 
schools.  At  present,  250  sixth  grade  students  from 
these  schools  and  Grandview  School  have  been 
placed  in  the  Dixon  Junior  High  School,  and  more 
than  100  students  from  Grandview  are  being  bused 
across  town  to  Rock  Canyon  School. 

Several  individual  school  renovation  projects  have 
been  planned.  “We  have  talked  to  principals  of 
schools  and  their  staffs  to  decide  what  the  needs 
were.  We’ve  cut  back  from  $3  million  to  $1,465 
million  for  these  renovations,”  Dr.  Brimley  said.

Commission  raises  golf  fees 


A  motion  to  increase  Provo’s  Muhicipal  Golf 
Course  fees  was  passed  Tuesday  evening  during  the 
Provo  City  Commission  meeting. 

Anagene  Meecham,  Provo  city  commissioner, 
called  for  an  approximate  10  per  cent  increase  in 
yearly  passes,  bucket  and  green  fees. 

In  conjunction  with  the  fee  increase,  the  eligibility 
age  for  senior  citizen  discounts  was  lowered  from  65 
to  62. 

Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wlgnall  blamed  the  rising 
cost  of  labor,  materials  and  maintenance  for  the  in¬ 
crease,  and  said  the  city  is  “paying  60-100  per  cent 
more  for  upkeep  than  two  years  ago.” 

Mrs.  Meecham  added  that  the  city  is  trying  to 
keep  golf  course  prices  competitive  with  other 
municipal  courses. 

Mayor  Jim  Ferguson  said  the  golf  course  is  con¬ 


sidered  a  convenience  for  local  citizens  and  “not  a 
money  making  endeavor.” 

Golfers  can  now  purchase  five-day  yearly  passes  at 
$95  for  single  persons,  $170  for  couples  and  $65  for 
senior  citizens  and  juniors  (17  and  under). 

Seven-day  yearly  passes  will  cost  $135  for  single 
persons,  $215  for  couples  and  $95  for  senior  citizens 
and  juniors.  Green  fees  are  $2.25  for  nine  holes  and 
$4.50  for  18  holes,  while  small  and  large  buckets  will 
cost  $.75  and  $1.25  respectively. 

Mrs.  Meecham  noted  that  last  year’s  weather  per¬ 
mitted  the  course  to  stay  open  for  approximately  350 
days. 

A  request  by  Timp  'View  High  School,  also  on 
Tuesday’s  agenda,  was  granted  by  the  commission 
which  gives  $100  to  assist  the  school’s  a  capella  choir 
in  upcoming  performances  throughout  the  state.

Basketball  fans  remember  an  of¬ 
ficial’s  call  more  in  a  crucial  situation 
than  at  any  other  time,  a  WAC  referee 
said  Wednesday. 

Gordon  Birk,  WAC  referee  for  the 
past  six  years,  spoke  at  a  chalk  talk 
Wednesday,  explaining,  “Officials 
have  a  job  to  do,  and  some  fans  feel  the 
decisions  made  do  not  meet  the  proper 
criteria.

Birk  has  been  a  WAC  official  for  the 
past  six  years  and  is  also  an  official  in 


the  Big  Sky  Conference  and  the  Rocky 
Mountain  League. 

“We  certainly  have  emotions,”  Birk 
said,  but  “I  don’t  think  that  a  basket¬ 
ball  official  is  as  bad  as  one  coach  in¬ 
dicated.  He  questioned  a  group  of 
other  coaches  asking  ‘What  is  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  God  and  a  basketball 
official,?’  and  got  the  answer,  ‘Well, 
you  can  talk  to  God.’  ” 

Birk  said  officials  are  paid  $125  for 
officiating  each  WAC  game.  Each  year 
an  official  must  have  a  physical  exam 
and  must  also  pass  a  recertification 
test  to  show  he  knows  the  rules.

BYU’s  6-10  basketball  team  takes  to  the  road 
tonight,  playing  Wyoming  in  opening  Western 
Athletic  Conference  competition,  and  as  forward 
Keith  Rice  said  before  the  trip,  “We  are  now  0-0.” 

BYU,  picked  to  finish  next  to  last  in  the  eight- 
team  conference,  will  play  Wyoming  tonight  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  Laramie  and  Colorado  State  Saturday  at 
2: 15  p.m  in  Fort  Collins  in  a  regionally  televised  con¬ 
test. 

Coach  Frank  Arnold  said  he  is  pleased  with  the  re¬ 
cent  intense  play  of  his  team.  The  Cats  have  won 
three  straight  games,  including  victories  over  in¬ 
state  rivals  Weber  State  and  Utah  State  (USU  was 
ranked  16th  at  the  time). 

Arnold  said  BYU  is  still  a  young  team  but  admit- 


Y  crushes  Utah 
in  swim  meet 

BYU’s  women’s  swimming  and  diving  team, 
ranked  No.  15  in  the  nation,  crushed  the  University 
of  Utah  for  the  second  time  this  season  Wednesday, 
winning  the  teams’  dual  meet  97-35. 

The  Cougars  swept  14  of  15  events  in  the  meet, 
dropping  only  the  50-meter  breaststroke  by  tenths  of 
a  second  to  the  Utes.  In  an  earlier  meeting  this  year, 
BYU  beat  Utah  96-37. 

BYU’s  relay  teams  easily  won  the  200  medley  and 
200  freestroke  relays,  and  most  of  the  Cougar  swim¬ 
mers  picked  up  at  least  two  first  places  in  the  meet. 

Yolanda  Mendiola  won  the  200  individual  medley 
and  100  breaststroke,  while  Lelei  Fonoimoana  was 
first  in  100  butterfly,  the  100  individual  medley  and 
the  50  butterfly. 

BYU’s  Liz  Young  won  in  the  100  freestyle,  50 
freestyle,  and  200  freestyle,  while  teammate  Shari 
Clark  swept  the  50  and  100  backstrokes. 

Diver  Tricia  Dollaghan  coasted  to  firsts  in  the  one- 
and  three-meter  diving  events,  with  teammate  Cory 
Durm  for  BYU  in  second  place  in  both  events. 

Coach  Tim  Powers  said  the  team  swam  better 
than  expected  and  looked  good  in  the  diving  com¬ 
petition  as  well.

Wyoming  has  a  9-3  record  compared  to  BYU’s  6- 
10,  but  the  Collars  have  stepped  on  the  court  with 
the  likes  of  UCLA,  North  Carolina,  Illinois,  San 
Diego  State,  and  Utah  State  on  the  road,  while  the 
’Pokes  have  drawn  their  guns  out  of  their  holsters 
and  shot  with  Chandron  State,  Mesa  College, 
Eastern  Washington,  Eastern  Montana, 
Sacramento  State,  and  Roosevelt  University.  The 
two  teams  match  up  on  paper  very  well,  with  the 
Cougars  holding  an  advantage  in  shooting  from  the 
field  (.490  to  .452).  Both  are  shooting  their  foul  shots 
around  70  percent,  while  Wyoming  has  the  upper 
hand  and  arm  in  rebounding,  cleaning  the  boards 
46.3  to  BYU’s  34.5.  But  what  BYU  has  lost  on  the 
boards,  the  Cougars  seem  to  have  made  up  by  caus¬ 
ing  more  opponent  turnovers.  Much  of  that  can  be 
attributed  to  the  pressure  defensive  play  of  guards 
Dan  Ainge  and  Scott  Runia.  BYU  has  stolen  the  ball 
from  opponents  105  times  while  foes  have  snatched 
only  75. 

BYU  will  start  Dan  Ainge  (21.7)  and  Scott  Runia 
(10.5)  at  guard  with  Keith  Rice  (13.6)  and  Glen 
Roberts  (9.4)  at  forward.  Center  Alan  Taylor  (13.2) 
will  play  in  the  middle.

Miller  said  that 
Arthur  was  not,  in 
reality,  a  king  at  all,  but 
a  warlord  and  leader  of 
several  warring  Celt  fac¬ 
tions  who  attack  the 
Saxons. 

Miller  had  quite  a 
problem  convincing 
various  parties  about  the 


sellability  of  a  non- 
Camelot  Arthur,  but  the 
documentary  is  much 
closer  to  the  truth,  he 
said. 

The  part  of  Arthur  is 
performed  by  young 
Oliver  Tobias,  who  left 
the  London  company  of 
the  rock  opera  “Hair”  to 
take  the  part. 

Scenes  are  at  times 
bloody,  but  very  con¬ 
vincing.  No  castles  exist 
oh  the  land,  only  mud 
huts.  Warriors  do  not 
engage  in  sword-to- 
sword  combat,  but  in¬ 
stead  use  maces.  All 
photography,  including 
interior  scenes,  was  shot 
outside  of  modern  sound 
stages,  near  England’s 
Woodchester  Park.
